Hundreds 
of cases are being reported from 
nearly every village, hamlet, town 
and city in Oklahoma. 
The num ­ 
ber is amazing as w*ell as appall­ 
ing. 
Social ills anti evils appear 
to he prevalent and are among the 
greatest menaces that confront the 
present generation. 
From one county seat towTn of 
twelve 
thousand 
population 
more 
than 250 cases of venereal diseases 
have 
been 
reported, 
embracing 
school 
girls and student boys of 
tender years as well as those of 
m ature age. 
Literally hundreds of 
cases have been reported of vic­ 
tims 
of 
venereal 
diseases 
whose 
ages run as low as 15, 16, 17 and 
18 years, of both sexes. 
It is high time that the public 
awakens to the dangers of social 
ills and evils of this character and

their^ suppression.

Bureau of Venereal Diseases of the
